In claim 27, line 6, delete the space after the word "passenger". 
In claim 54, line 6, delete the second comma after the word "passenger". 
In claim 55, lines 6-7, change "multimedia over the communications network" to - 
multimedia transmitted over the communications network by the multimedia server-. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 27, 54 and 55, the prior art to Galipeau (6249913) discloses an 
aircraft data management system which provides a passenger seated on the aircraft 
with a number of entertainment and productivity enhancing options. The prior art to 
Ekkel (US 2001/0037360) discloses that a user selects a purchases multimedia prior 
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to boarding a flight. The prior art fails to disclose the multimedia being selected, pre- 
flight, for purchase via a web server coupled to the multimedia server on the aircraft.
